From the earliest period, almost, of the Bankruptey Law, provi, 
sion was made by which persons who permitted traders to remain in the ap’ « 
possession of property which did not belong to them, but which did belong to the 
ns So permitting it to be held, those persons so permitting traders to have a 
fice appearance of credit, caused by the property remaining in their hands, in 
case of insolvency, lost all power of retaining any right in the property, and it 
vested in the assignee. That provision had been continued in England fromthe 
Act of James I down to that of 1869—the last Bankruptcy Act passed in that 
country. It had been felt that for many reasons—not only on the ground of —_ 
- unfairness to the general creditors having that appearance of credit allowed, but 
also because, in the case of insolvency, there was so much opportunity of setting 
up fraudulent deeds, making things safe as it were in the event of bankruptey — 
or insolvency—it had been felt for many reasons to be expedient to 1 
a stop to such contrivances.

_ The Hon’ble Mr. Gruss said, that he had had the honour of presiding for 
more than five years over the Insolvent Court at Bombay, and he was co 


It would 
be in the recollection of some of the Council that Sir Fitz James 
Law Member, introduced a Bill to amend the insolvency law. That Bill 
received a great amount of consideration from the different High Courts, 
but was dropped in consequence of the subject being a very difficult one, 
and considered too technical for the Mufassal. He had only just heard the 
suggestions for the amendment of the law, but, generally, he thought, the Act 
was capable of many improvements especially as regarded the last point which 
had been mentioned. Large sums of money remained invested as unclaimed , 
- dividends, and it was found that they were not claimed, simply to avoid 
the expense and trouble of applying for the recovery of small sums, 
These general observations were merely made to show why a measure of this 
kind should be introduced and carefully considered. Whether any other 
ints should be added in Select Committee, he could not of course say j ue 
thought it probable that one or two other matters might be introduce 
to improve the administration of that particular branch of the law in India.

with the recommendation of the Bengal Committee at 83° F. by Abel’s test, 


had been objected to in many quarters as unnecessarily and inconyeniently high. 
The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal now proposed to reduce it to 78°; and on 
fully considering the papers submitted to the Select Committee, they proposed 
to reduce it even lower. ‘There could be no doubt that the circumstance that 
‘the temperature of the air in most parts of India was throughout a great’portion- 
of the year higher than that which prevailed in England would, all other thi 
being equal, make a petroleum flashing at a temperature between 70° and 80° F. 
more dangerous here than in England; but against this must be set off the 
greater openness and airiness of Indian buildings and the comparative absence 
of carpets, curtains and other things likely to catch fire. Moreover, he under- 
stood that into India the oil was always imported in tins and tightly closed cases, 
from which there was little risk of leakage, and that this was far safer than the 
practice of importing the oil in barrels, which pea in the English trade, 

The Select Committee had accordingly fixed the flashing point of dangerous 
petroleum at 73° F. by Abel’s test, equal to 100° F. by the old test. 


The Committee had made some other amendments in the Bill, with a view® 


to relaxing in certain particulars the restrictions it imposed; thus, in order to 
avoid the delay to which ships bringing petroleum to our ports might have been 
subjected if the samples furnished had to be tested by the Government Analyst 
before the petroleum was landed, they had alteredthe wording of the Bill so as 
to allow of the petroleum being landed as soon as the samples were delivered. 
They thought that the control which the Bill gave oyer the petroleum when 
landed would be sufficient to secure the object in view. 

Again, the Committee had confined the provision of the Bill which required 
petroleum to be kept in indelibly marked vessels to dangerous petroleum, and 
they had reduced the maximum penalty for illegally importing, ing or 
transporting petroleum from three months’ imprisonment and one thousand 
rupees fine, to one month’s imprisonment and five hundred ru fine. 

The other amendments made in the Bill were specified in the report and 
were too unimportant to require mention. 


The Motion was put and agreed to. 


The Hon’ble Mx. Sroxes also moved that the Bill as amended be. passed. 
Thanks to the suggestions made by the Local Governments ‘and the Chambers 
of Commerce, the Bill was now, he thought, likely to prove a useful and practi- 
cal measure. The importation of petroleum into Tndi had, he was informed, 
grown from 750,000 gallons in 1875-76 to nearly seven million gallons in 
1879-80. There need now be no fear of the Bill strangling this vast and useful 
trade—a trade that not only supplied a want of the Native population, but 
allowed the export of a large quantity of cocoanut and other vegetable oils,
